And we feel that if this 
subject was better understood by the 
people in general, and practically car- 
ried out, the Human Family would 
be healthier, happier, and live longer. 

[t is said that “the American Na- 
tion Is a Nation of gluttons.” 

However this шау be, we аге well 
aware that, to a great extent, human 
beiugs, in general, do eat and drink to 
au unwarrantable extreme. 

Let us, kind readers, strive, all that 
is in our. power, to bring about a re- 
form in the Customs of Eating and 
Drinking. 

Let us begin with self and family, 
and while doing so, let Reason and 
practical good sense be our guide, It 
we find that certain things are not 
beneficial to us, let us find the cause 
and remedy, if possible. 

This is a subjeet that ealls for care- 
ful iu vestigation.
